CONSUMPTION OF SUGAR. 


The people of tbe United Stales 


now consume eight times as much 
sugar per capita as they did In tho 
.first quarter cf the century, 
four 


times as much as tlie average per 
capita during the decade 
umdlng 


•with 1850, and twice as much 
as 


they did any year prior to 1S70. In 
the years immediately prior to 1S25 
the average consumption of sugar 
•was about eight pounds per capita. 
In Ihe decade 1840-50, about sixteen 
pounds per capita, In the years Im- 
mediately prior to 1870 the average 
•was about thirty two pounds per cap- 
ita, (omltllng the war years, in which 
the consumption was light), 
from 


1870 to 1880 It averaged about forty 
pounds per capita, from 1S80 to 18UO 
fifty pounds per capita; In 1891 Ihe 
figures were sixiy-sl.x pounds 
per 


capita, and has ranged from sixty- 
two to sixty-eight pounds per capita 
since that time, the figure for 1901 
being C8.4 pounds. 
This 
steady 


growth In the per capita consumption 
of sugar Is shown by some figures 
•which the Buerau of Statistics will 
present In Ihe next Issue of lib au- 
ratial • volume, the Statistical 
Ab- 


stract. 
The per caplla consumption 


has been a matter of record during 
recent years, but It has not been be- 
fore practicable to compare the per 
capita consumption of recent years 
with that of earlier years and note 
the very rapid Increase in the quan- 
tity consumed by each Individual of 
tho country. 


This growth in the 
consumption 


of sugar is. evidently, not confined 
to the people of tho United States. 
The Increase seems to be equally 
as rapid In other parts of the world. 
Judging from tho figures of 
total 


production. 
Figures recently pub- 


lished by the bureau of statistics In 
its monograph "The World's Sugar 
Production nnd Consumption." show- 
ed that the sugar production of the 
world was eight times as great .n 
1900 as In 1SIO, the figure for 1S40 
being 1.150.000 tons and that for 1900. 
8,800,000. 
This Increase In produc- 


tion, nnd consequently in consump 
tlon. has come largely through the 
development of the beet sugar Indus- 
try, which Increased from a produc- 
tion of 50,000 tons In 18-10 to 200,000 
tons In 1850. 831,000 tons In 1S70. 
3.402.000 tons in 1SSO, 3.303.000 
In 


1890. and 5.950,000 Ions in 1900. Dur-
